bandage is pnt around the elbow 
and the ends are brought around 
the neck and tied, and the point is 
pinned. When the shoulder is in- 
jured as well as tho arm, and the 
pit>s8ure must be made to boar on 
it, a second bandage is fastened 
alKHit the shoulder and tied around 
thoneck. The arm may alsobesup- 
port^'d by placing the Imndage under 
the elbow and tying tho ends over 
tho same shoulder and pinning it to 
the coat. If the chest is injured, 
we pin tho point of the bandage to 
the collar and tie the ends of it be- 
hind the back. W^hen the hand is 
injured ahandkerchief may be used, 
as tho triangular bandage is too 
largo. We fold the handkerchief 
in the form of a triangle and place 
the palm of tho hand on it with the 
wrist at the bas«*. The two ends 
.■ire then tied around the wrist and 
the point is folded over the lingers 
and pinned. 

Sometimes the bandage is folded 
in tho form of a cravat To make 
this kind of a bandage the point is 
placed upon the centre of the base 
and banclage is folded again and 
then once more, lengthwi.so. It can 
l)o matle narrower l)y foliling three 
times Anything may be bound to 
the arm, or log, by winding this 
l)andage about it and fastening the 
on«ls. This is often used to hold a 
poultice on the neck, forehead or 
eyes, or to support a broken jaw. 

There is another kind of 
bandage called tho roller bandage, 
because it is rolled uj). This is 
made by tearing any soft, pliable 
cloth into strips. Roller bandages 
vary in width and in length. Theit> 
are .several ways of applying the 
roller bandage, — circular, s]>iral, 
spiral reversed and figure eight. 
In applying the n.Iler bandage in 
a circular manner, it is simply 
passed around the part to. be lian- 
daged. In applying it in a sjjiral 
manner, it is passed around the 
part to be bandaged and maile to 
ascend a little each time that it is 
wound around. In passing around 
the arm in a spiral manner tho roll- 
er bandage does not tit closely, 
iMM'anse the arm is not of the size 
throughout it** length. In apply- 
ing the bandages as spiral reversed 
it is wouTul around as spiral so long 
as it Hts well, and then turned over 
and the process continued. The 
figure eight is a very convenient 
way of applying tho bandages 
about irregular places like th(> 
elbow or the hand, and tlie manner 
in which it is done is oxplaiui^l by 
the name. The application of 
bandages to the boily seems vor^\- 
easy and simple, but in reality a 
groat deal of practice is needed to 
fasten them neatly and secundy. —

Dr. Forl)es' third lecture in tlie

dontii was on the subject. " Hand- 
ages." 

Tho l>est bandage to be nsed of 
an accident is the triangular baiul- 
agos. This is always made fr«)m a 
square piece of cloth forty inches 
on each side. Such a piece cut in 
two, frt)n» corner to corner, makes 
two bandages of this kind. Kaoh 
of these has a base, point and two 
sides. Then* is a particidar way of 
folding tho triangular bandage when 
it is to be put away until time of 
need. Tho point is brought over 
to tho centre of the base, then to 
tlu^ loft end and at last to the right 
Olid. Then tho whole is folded 
once lengthwise. In all hospitals 
the bandages an< put awjiy and 
kept for use, foUlod in this manner. 
They aro then ready to be sent out 
when the ambulance goes in haste 
for some peivon who has been in- 
jured. Bandages are used to sup- 
port broktui limbs by bin<ling 
splints to them, to hohl a dressing 
like a poultice to any |>nrt of the 
bo<ly and as a sling for any part of 
the body that needs to bt« support- 
ed. 

The triangular bandages may be 
apidiod to. any part of the tnnly. 
WImui the head is injured, the tri- 
angular bandage is taken by tho 
ends, and the oenter of the base is 
jjlace*! over the forehead. The two 
ends are tho tied under the chin 
ami the point brought over in front 
and fastenetl with a pin. If the 
shoulder is injunnl the ends ar<^ 
brought anmnd and tied under the 
opposite arm, the point being fast- 
ened as before. There art* three 
ways of sn|>|HirtinR the arm. Tlu*

On all the public streets or high- 
ways of New York city, all vehicles 
going in a northerly or southerly 
direclion shall have the right of way 
over any vehicle going in an easter- 
ly or westerly direction. 

AMBULANCES, FIRB, POL.1CB AND 
DOCTORS. 

The ambulances belonging to the 
depaitmont of public charities andf 
correction and incorporated hos- 
pitals of thecity of New York, shall 
have the right of way in the streets 
of sjiid city, as against all persons, 
vehicles tu'animaljp. When convey- 
ing any patient or injured person 
to any hospital in the city, or when 
proceeding to the scene of any 
accitlent by which any person or 
pi>rsons liave been injuretl. The 
wducles beltmging to the fire antl 
police department of the city of 
New York shall have like right of 
way, and tho same shall extend to 
the men in the emph)y of the alwve 
departments when on duty; and 
any jxM-son refusing to yieltl the 
right of way, where it is pos8il>le, 
shall l>e deemeti guilty of a mis- 
tlemeanor, ami on conviction thereof 
shall Ih> punished pursuant to the 
provisions of Section 85 of the New 
York City Consolidated Act, and 
the CommLssionei-s of Police are 
hereby requiretl to tMiforce rigidly 
the j)rovi.sions of the ordinance. 
Physicians having a police permit, 
as hereinafter provitled for, shall 
also have a like right of way in the 
streets, and shall be allowed to 
cross processions as soon as possible 
when answering calls for their ser- 
vice. The Chief of Police is here- 
by emj>owei'e«l to issue, upon ap- 
jdication theretor, a proj>er permit 
to any duly registonxl physician, 
and this i>ermit shall not be trans- 
ferrable. 

PASS ON THK LEFT — SLOW VK- 
HICLKS KEEP NEAR CURB. 

Any vehicle overtaking another 
shall pass on the left side of the 
ovt>rtaken vehicle. 

When rtviuested to do so, tho 
driver or person having idiarge of 
any vehicle travelling on any street 
or highway of thiscity shall, tvs soon 
as practicable, turn ti> tho right, 
so as to allow any overtaking ve- 
hicle free passage on his left. 

ABOVE 5V)TH ST. — SIGNAL BEFORE

Above Fifty-ninth street, no ve- 
hicle, upon passing another, when 
both are in motion, shall go in front 
of the vehicle pasrfod until th<>v arc 
fifteen feet apart.

BICYCLES, BELLS, LIGHTS, SPEED — 
KEEP TO THE RIGHT. 

Every bif^ycle, velocipede, motor 
wagon or such vehicle of propulsion 
shall be required to carry an alarm 
Dell or goug not less than one and 
one-lialf inches nor more than throe 
inclM>8 in diameter, and such bell or 
gong shall l>e souBded when turn- 
ing corners, when passing another 
vehicle or an equestrian from l>e- 
hind, and to give timely warning 
to avoid contact with pedeatrians, 
equestrians or vehicles No bi- 
cycle, tricycle or velocipede shall be 
propelled at a greater speed than 
eight miles an hour, and such 
vehicle shall keep to the right of the 
centre of the rimdway, except 
within one hundred feet of the 
slopping or starting point. No 
more than two of such vehicles 
shall be ridden abreast within the 
limits of tho city of New York. 

NO COASTING BELOW 125TH 
STREET. 
No person using a vehicle describ- 
ed in the foregoing section shall 
coast on any of the street*i or ave- 
nues of this city lying south of l!J5th 
Street. Tho term ooasting is here- 
by defined to mean proceeding by 
inertia or momentum with the feet 
off the pe<lals. 

UOHTS ON OTHER VEHICLES. 

Each antl every vehicle, exoepting 
liceiiaed trucks, using the public 
stieots or highways of this city, 
shall show, from one hour after 
sunset until one hour before 
sunrise, a light or lights, so placed 
to be seen from the front and each 
side; such light or lights to be of 
sufficient illuminatinrg power to be 
visible at a distance of two hun- 
dred feet; said light or liglits shall 
show white in trout, bnt may be 
tfolored on the sides. 

DRIVERS OF BUSINESS VEHICLES 
SIXTEEN YEARS OLD. 
The drivers or ])erson having 
charge of any vehiole drawn by any 
aniniial i>r animals or propelled by 
any human tw mechanical jiower, 
and used for the puriwse of bumness 
shall not be less sixteen years of 
Age. It l>eing understotKl that 
this!sectit>n does nt>t in any way 
atTeet age limits and other «m- 
ditions specifieil by alretvdy existing 
orilitoances relating to drivers of 
lioeased vehicles. 

BUSINESS VEHICLES FIVE MILES 
AN HOUR. 

It shall not be lawful for any 
cart, wagon, publio cart or any 
BTher vehicle used for the purpose 
of carrying freight or merchandise, 
or for any other purpose than that 
of carrying passengers, whether it 
be loaded or unloaded, to be driven 
through any of the streets or 
avoBues of the city of New York at 
a greater speed than at the rate of 
five miles an hour. 

PA&SENUKK VEHICLES BIGHT MILES 

AN HOUR. 
It shall not be lawful for any 
eart, wagon or other vehicle uHe«i 
for the pur{)08e of carrying juissen- 
gers (and their {tersoual luggage) 
to l>e driven through any of the 
stroi>ts or avonnes of the city of 
Now York at a greater siteed than 
at the rate of eight (8) miles an 
hour.

No person shall drive, or back, 
or load any horse or cart, or other 
wheeled carriage on the footpath, 
or sidewalk of anv street, nor sKaH 
it Ih) lawful for any vehiole propel" 
le«l by hand or toot ^tower to be rid- 
den or driven upon the sidewalk of 
any street or avenue which has 
been dragged, curbed, guttered 
ami paved. 

For the purpose of this <ir«linn 

Park Avenue, between Thnij 
fourth and Fortieth Streets and 
between Fifty-sixth and Ninety- 
sixth Streets, and the Western 
Boulevard, between Fifty-ninth 
and Manhattan Streetis are each 
hereby declared to have but one 
roadwaj'. 

Tho wor»l vehicle, wherever used 
in these ortlinances, shall l>e held 
to inelude publio carts, wagona, 
coaches, oalw, wheeled oarrianea, 
motor wagons, bicycles, velocipedes 
and other such vehicles of propul- 
sion.

Oood hooaewivos are most par- 
ticular in the matter of cl«apliiMM 
in all iKits and pans that are ua»d 
in the kitchen. It is very import- 
ant to have all j>ans cleaned and 
put away directly after use. If this 
should on oooasion be ini|Hitisib)«, 
fill the pan immediately with hot 
water and soda to prevent the 
grease getting bard and caked. 
Again, saucei>ans should always be 
waatied inside and out, and in 
these days, when one rarely meets 
with an open fire, it is easily done. 

A pan that is rusty, or ev«a a 
little dirty, will prevent soup which 
is c(X)ked in it from being clear. 
Every cook should l)e provided 
with H saucepan brush, arme<l with 
this anil a little soap and soda she 
will scour the insities and outsides 
of her pans till they nhine like new. 
AtU^r stock has been cooked in 
the same pan for two or three con- 
secutive days, 1^11 it with cold water, 
adtl a giHxl handful of toa leaves, 
some ineces of soap, and a little 
80«la; let all boil slowly for two 
hours, then throw away the water, 
soonr and rinse, and you will Iw 
surprised to see how bright the in- 
side of the pan is again. 

If pans are burnml or strained, 
they should at onco l)e put «>n the 
fire with strong so«)a-wat4<r, and al- 
lowed to l>oil fast for tweoly 
minutes, and then 8««Qi«d in the 
usual way. Copper san«e-pans re- 
quire great oare and sp<H!ial clean- 
liness. 

Copper rust, which is generally 
known as venligris, is highly 
(>oi»onous, and fooil oooked in a 
pan whi«h has even a alight 
amount of v«rdigi>te on It vronld 
8f>oedily pro<lnce symptoms of 
j>oi»oning. All copper vessels are 
ti and if the tin wears off it 

111 lice lie replaoeil. To clean 

copper vessels use a piece of lemon, 
and then scrub with hot water, 
sod», and soap.

Fire cau8e<l a panic early Mon- 
day morn'ng in the big fivo-Ht*>ry 
tenement, 313 East Seventieth 
Street. AlM)ut a hundred people 
were asleep in the house when tl»e 
fire staif«d. They fled from the 
building in their night-clothes. A 
few ran to the street, but the 
majority clambered over the fire- 
escapes and fiy way of the roof to 
adjoining houses. A few were al- 
most overcome by the smoke. 

Among thowj who escaped by way 
of the roof were Mr. and Mrs. 
William Conzelman and their 
boarder (Jeorge Lindemann. The 
latter was awakened about 1 a.m. 
by his dog tuggingatthe bed cover- 
ing. Arising he smelt smoke, 
which was already almost over- 
coming, liushiiig int/j an adjoin- 
ing room to rouse Mr. Conzelman, 
he fotind him already up and in- 
specting the stove for the cause of 
the smoke. He was told it was fire 
and not the st^)ve, and on oiKsning 
the door leading to the hall a 
volume of smoke entered the room, 
convincing him. All hastily dress- 
e<l and ma<le for the stairway, but 
foun<l exit by this moans cut off. 
Thcfi they climbed up to the r<K)f 
and eame <lown to the street a few 
houses U) the east, and waited for 
over an hour and a half, when the 
fire that was confined to the base- 
ment and first floor was extinguish- 
ed by the firemen. It seems the 
fire started in the basement where 
Mr. Lindemann had a lot of pai>ers 
stored, but the tenants susjHjct a 
family on the first flfK*r of incen- 
diarism, and the latter fwint to the 
cellar. The whole matter is now 
being inspected by the fire marshal. 

It was a narrow escape for the 
deaf family, for smoke in dense vol- 
umes rolled up the sfjiirways and 
in through the ajmrtments of the 
tenants on the various floors. The 
{>eople, awakened t)y the smell, 
opened their doors, but found it 
almost impossible to go through the 
hallways, the smoke beingso dense. 
Several remembered there was a 
deaf family on the third floor and 
broke in the windows to arotise 
them, but found they hml already 
fled. 

Whether llu; clog savetl their 
lives or not can not be known, but 
eerlainly the dog did arouw* them 
in time, for had it not, tiiere is no 
t«'lliiig but one or more might have 
been smothere<] by the smoke, 
which was so dense tha« it smo- 
thcn^i the flanniS in a gas jet.

A society is what its members

In the first plwe, we wish it 
un<lerstood that' these talks do not 
im[)ly that the (Jlcrc Literary 
Assocation is "going to [lieces." 
No, far from it. We positively 
have no such fears. But th(! truth 
is that its best friends have never 
thought that its membership wjis as 
large as it should be. In a city 
lik«! I'liiladelphia, h.'iving a deaf 
popiiation of one thousand or more, 
the meniltership should be twice or 
thri<Hr as large as it ever has been 
at one time, even in , its best days. 
Does this not bespeak a lack of 
interest in the society, as. we claim- 
<!<l last W((ek ? , 

And what Ix'tter Toasf)ns than 
those we outliiie<l can be assigned 
for it ? We believe from what we 
have read that the English soeie- 
lies are better atUsnd <!<! in f)opiila- 
ti(»n than the Ameri<'an. We 
would like to know if this is not 
true, perhaps the Rev. J. M. 
Koehler can satisfy us with the in- 
formation at his (roming lecture on 
the English deaf, on November 4tli, 
to which we look forward with a 
great deal of interest. 

We shall now speak'to-the [wint. 
A literary society is capable of do- 
ing a great deal of goo<l. In my 
opinion it is a more necessary ad- 
junct of the home ed neat ion of (he 
deaf than of the hertring. The 
deaf from the very cause of their 
aflliction seem to need it more. 
Since they cannot freely enjoy the 
privileges of the hearing soeiety, 
they need one of their' own one rin 
which they may have the fullest 
freedom for an lnt,erchange of 
ideas, action and work for their 
mutual benefit. No lietter way for 
this is afforded than through the 
medium of a soeiety. Thurefore, 
its existence should ()rf)ve a boon 
U> them. No deaf person is tof) 
gfKMl for it when the right kiiul of 
supj)ort is given it. Says a cele- 
brated writer: "God designs that a 
charitnble intercourse should be 
maintained among men, muliially 
pleasant and l>enen<-ial." It may 
be said by some that they do hold 
such intercours«j with their hearing 
friends, but we reply that with I he 
majority it is not of a sufllciency to 
make the society us<'les« tt) them. 
If the hearing i|e<<d lit<'rary socie- 
ties, <lon't the deaf need I hem more? 
Hearing peo[)le acquire knowledge 
faster than the deaf, who are al- 
ways more or less handicapp<'d. 

In giving our remarks a local ap- 
plication, we coimider the CIcie 
Lit(!rary Association an excellent 
society for the deaf. It is the 
largest and oldest one here. Al- 
though under the care of All Souls' 
.Mission, it is not a religious society 
but is open to the deaf of all creeds. 
Such liberality ahtrie should insure 
it a large mendtershij*. But this is 
not all. Its doors are oy>en to both 
sexes, with eqinil jirivi leges, yet 
the women pay fifteen cents less 
a month than the men. 

We do not claim it to be a p«»r- 
feet s^K-iety. V 'e improved 

ui)on wliieh V.I lire will be

Parents will be 
themselves to blame now if their 
son g»4s injunid in a game, instead 
of shouldering the responsibilitj' 
upon the institution and its authori- 
ties. 

Speaking of tho Alerts the Ohio 
State Jmirnal of Friday had this to 
say of them. 

" There was no practice game on 
the grounds of the School for Deaf- 
Mutos Wednesday afternoon be- 
tween the eleven which ropresenis 
that Institution and O. M. U., and 
a large number of enthusiasts wore 
greatly disappointed. The rea.son 
was that the Independents, as tho 
boys at tho Deaf and Dumb school 
are known, have a game with Wit- 
ten berg at Springfield, Friday after- 
noon, and Coach Zorn decided that 
a day of rest would be beneficial to 
the players. To-day they will take 
light work, devoting most of the 
practi<'e to signals anti int^^rfeernce 
formation, and the little ft^llows 
confidently expect to score against 
tho strong Wittenberg team, when 
they meet on the grounds of tho 
latter team to-morrow afternoon. 

"No amateur baseball team of 
Central Ohio is bettor known than 
the Independents, and the same 
can be said of the football eleven 
which hails from tho same school, 
the Institution for the Deaf antf 
Dtimb. As a matter of course 
thert* is a lack of heavy players in a 
school of this kind, and they really 
belong to a class with the High 
school teams as far as weight is 
concerned, but these sprightly 
youngsters, handicapped as thoy 
are by tho loss of speech and hear- 
ing, are ready atid anxious at all 
fiiiHW to meet any eleven on the 
gridiron. Every one takes an in- 
terest ill the sport that miglit well 
be emulated liy the members of 
big college olevons, and it is never 
necessary to remind memboi-s of 
tho t«am that a plain diet and good 
hours are con<1ucive to the Ix^st of 
condition for rough game. Tho re- 
gular iiriK^tiee hour is 4 o'clock 
P.M., and no sooner are study and 
recitation houi"s ovt»r than nearly 
every stutlent rushes to tho athletic 
field, whore the appearance of the 
members of tho eleven is anxitnis 
awaited. 

"Professor William Zorn, one of 
the faculty at the school, is a grad- 
uate of tho National Institute at 
Washington, I). C^., and while 
there gained a thorough knowle<lgt^ 
of the college gam(> through active 
participation in the sport. He 
takes a great interest in the boys, 
as well as in the game, and this 
coaching has given tho eleven a 
start, that makes them dangerous 
f'U'fors in any game, and i)ra«'tical- 
ly invincible against a team of 
thoir own weight. What they lack 
in "lieef" they make up in the 
rapidity of their play, and as light- 
ning-like rapiditj' is characteristic 
of boys who are bereft of their 
hearing and speaking faculties, 
they kee|) an opjjosing team guess- 
ing at all times. Signals for every 
jilay arc given by Captain Alberts 
by means of tho sign language, 
and from his position at quarter- 
back every membor of tho team 
can readily see the signal, those in 
the riislt line lu ruing their heatls 
for an instant, while the backs can 
see tlie sign frtun fheir posttituis. 

As the In<lc|)endcnts will line tiji 
at Springfield to-morrow the ave- 
rage weight is but a little over 140 
pounds. The heaviest man on tho 
team tips tho biMun at ltI9, whil«> 
from thai Weight they radiate »ill 
tho way down to 128. Many of tho 



boys who played on the team last 
season have resnmed their old posi- 
tions, and with the now talent, 
which has shown up so well in prac- 
tice. Coach Zorn is of the opinion 
that tho eleven is much stronger 
than it was a year ago. Will Pol- 
lard is acting business manager, 
and while no schedule is yet ready 
for publication, a number of games 
are on the tapis, and tho Indein^n- 
dents will play several strong teams 
before tho season closes . Thej' are 
anxious to try conclusions with O. 
S. U., and have several outside 
games in view. 

" Morse Albert, a 128-ponnder, 
and one of the stjirs of tho ba.seball 
team, is (captain of the eleven, and 
plays quarter-back, where he han- 
dles the ball rapidly and accurately. 
He has played the college game 
several seasons, and has the reputa- 
tion of being a first-class field 
general. At left end Ezra Hedges, 
the clever catcher of the ball team, 
is assigned, and he gets his 148 
pouitds into every play, is stfong 
at breaking up interference, and a 
good ground gainer when trailed 
upon to carry the ball. Frank 
Koitinan woiirhs but 130 pounds, 
but at left tiickle he has done spelen- 
did work and is not likely to bo 
supv)lanted, even by a heavier 
man. Cyrus Urban, who plays 
first ba.se on the ball team, is the 
gaint of \\m\ eleven, lieing one of 
Ihe heaviest players, 109 pounds, 
while he is by far the tallest man 
of the team, looming up at left 
guard. Fred Krull, a stockly-built 
youth of 158 pounds, is a fixture at 
centre, and at right gard E. Hurch- 
man and his 109 pounds of avoir- 
dupois is found. Right tnckle is 
played by W. Smith, who weighs 
147, and C. Jones at right end 
weighs 139. Robert Holmes, 145 
pound*, and C. Whitehead, who 
weighs 135, are the halfbacks, 
while D. Whitehead, 148 pounds, 
is BlAtioned at fullback. 

" W. Schneider, 135 pounds, and 
William Wilds, 158 pounds, are 
substitutes for the I'ttsh line po.Aition 
and should any of the backs bo in- 
juretl or forced to retire from the 
game from any reason. Smith and 
Whitman, the tackles, are both 
familiar with the positions back of 
the line ami their places in the line 
can be taken liy the siibstifules. 
Hoth halfbacks, Holmes and C. 
Whitehead, arc good punlers, and 
are attaining proficiency in drop 
kicking, while Captain Alberts and 
Hedges are very reliable on goals 
from touchdowns, so as a whole the 
team is well balanced and plays 
the game in all departments "
